At its last meeting in February, 1991 the Council has 
amended the Rule referred to above as set out in the following 
Resolution :— 

RESOLUTION NO. 12/1991 

“RESOLVED that the proviso to Rule 8 in Chapter IT, 
Part VI, be amended as follows :— 

The vA>rds “in a matter affecting the affairs" occurring 
in the proviso be deleted and the words “on behalf > be
